Ottawa, . Dec, 1.—That the country 
should be prepared to'face the expen- 
diture: of at least $10,000,000 ‘for the 
development and improvement of na- 
tional free ports on the Pacific and 
Atlantic coasts and the great Jakes, 
was the statement made by Hon. F. 
D. Monk to the House in committee 
of supply last evening. The whole 
question, he declared, should: be con- 

ered in the light of the admirable 
report of ‘the transportation’ commis. 
sion of 1903. 

Hon, J. D. Hazen declared that the 
question of harbor improvement 
should be approacied from a broad 
and national and not any local stand- 
ae The me¢ney spent, whether in 

ontreal, St. John or elsewhere, was, 
while incidentally a benefit to those 
ports, far more to the general benefit 
of the people of Canada, 

Hon. Robert Rogers, Minister of the 
{nterior, declared that the Govern. 
ment would immediately inaugurate a 
vigorous immigration policy, which 
would be in the interests, not of one 
part, but of ‘all paris of the country, 
and regardless of race, creed and na- 
tionality. 

“We have reached a period in the 
development of this country,” said 
Mr. Rogers, “in which it is necessary 
to have co-operation between the Dom- 
inion and the provinces,” and in this 
regard he paid a tribute to the quali- 
fications of Arthur Hawkes, one of 
whoze chief dutics it would be to make 
& report on this phase of the ques- 
tion. ;

Steward and Wife Perish When Ship 
Is Beached Near Port Colborne 
and Engineer Pritchard Is Believed 
to Have Lost His Life — Crew

Ca- 
nadian Pacific officials state that the 
route, which has been surveyed, is a 
very, advantageous one, Compared t» 
the grade on the present line, the new 
route is particularly good, asthe 
grade is only a 4-10 one. It is also a 
trifle shorter than the present route.

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$250,000.00 INDUSTRY 


At the present time It is estimated 
that the’vast rubber industries In Cey- 
Jon, Malaya; and other places tn the 
East are responsible for the employ- 
ment of $250,000,000 capital, and this 
Yast industry owes {ts conception ‘to 
the enterprise of one man—t. e., Mr. 
H. A. Wickham, who, on behalf of 
what is known as the Middle Eastern 
rubber industry, was recently present- 
ed-with a cheque for a thousand 
pounds and a certificate for an an- 
nulty on) account of ‘the great services 
he has rendered in this particular field 
of commerce. 

It was Mr. Wickham who, in 1876, 
brought from Brazil to Kew Gardens 
the seeds from which have sprung the 
yast rubber forests of the East. He 
was commissioned by the India Office 
to introduce rubber from Brazil {nto 
Ceylon; the difficulty was how to do 
it. He ‘vent to the Topagos ; Plateau 
on the Amazon, a remote locality, 
seized the opportunity of chartering a 
Steamer which happened to be thero, 
hastily collected, with the ald of the 
Indians, his baskets of seeds from the 
deep forests, and got them to the 
coast. As the Brazilian Government 
Would have confiscated the seeds, Mr, 
Wickham was obliged to smuggle them 
aboard—70,000 seeds being packed in 
a few crates. 

The seeds would not survive the 
Journey direct to Ceylon, so they were 
taken firsto London. They arrived 
at Kew Gardens during the night, and 
were planted out at once. They were 
too perishable to risk delay until the 
morning. Seven thousand rubber 
plants’ grew from the seeds, and 1,700 
of these were sent in miniature hot- 
houses {o Ceylon. There they grew 
into large trees—12 feet In girth—and 
gave seeds of thelr own. a 
Buch was the remarkable beginning 
of an industry now responsible for the 
employment of $260,000,000 capital in 
the East.

CAN'T CONTROL ISSUE. 


Publicity Will Help U. S. Railway 
Security Problem. 


Washington, D.C., Dec. 12.—The 
railroad securities commission, head- 
ed by President A. T. Hadley of Yale, 
has reported that it would be practi- 
cally impossible at this time to place 
issues of railroad securities under 
federal control, The commission re- 
eommends that enforced publicity for 
all railroad financing is the most ef- 
fective weapon against stock watering 
which the Government has at its com- 
mand. 

The commission was created in 1910, 
when the Senate refused to accept a 
House amendment to the pending 
railroad bill, providing that all fu- 
ture issue of stocks of railroad securi- 
ties be placed under the control of 


The commission’s report is distinct- 
ly adverse to the legislation proposed 
in the railroad bill and President Taft, 
in transmitting the report to Congress 
yesterday, declared that he’ heartily 
concurred in_ the recommendations. ,

adopt the apoliey fol the federal regu- 
lation to the exclusion of state regu- 
lution would be premature.

Studholme’s Victory.

The election was remarkable -only 
for one thing—its lack of interest, its 
apathy. Not one of the political or- 
ganizers, who are in closer touch 
witb, conditions than anyone else, ex- 
pected for one moment to’get out a 
normal vote, because the indifference 
of ‘the electorate was very marked 
from the beginning and until the close 
of the campaign. But when the dull,

OTTAWA, Dec. 12.—After January 
1, 1912, the iuspection and testing of 
locomotives on all railways under the 
jurisdiction of the Railway Commnis- 
sion of Canade, will bé governed by 
new and sigid rules which the board 
has issued to every “road affected. 
The new rules kre designed for the 
safety and protection of the public, 
fixing as they do, the responsibility 
for accidents caused by defective boil- 
ens on those directly responsible for 
the condition of these. They are to 
be known’ as “rules for the inspecting 
and testing of Iccomotire boilers and 
other appurtenances.” 
are to be responsible for the general 
design and construction of locomotive 
boilers. under their control. A sate 
working pressure is to be fixed by the 
chief mechanical officer of the com- 
pany, Or a compctent mechanical on- 
giuecr under his supervision.

AN AUSTRIAN TRAGEDY 


Private Tutor In Revenge Shot His 
Pupil and Her. Brother. 


‘A terrible ‘tragedy has taken place 
the house of a former official in 
the Ministry of Justice, Austria. The 
teacher of ‘his children, Chevalier de 
Matkovich, aged 24 years, had asked 
forthe hand of the baron’s daughter, 
Marie, who is also 24 years of age.

Just how ridiculous was that allega- 
tion was demonstrated at the first 
election after. the change had been 
made, when three gentlemen, one of 
whom resided’ in Samson Ward awd 
two who lived in Murney Ward—the 
bete noir of the southern section east 
of the river—were elected for disgrun- 
tled Foster Ward. And, be it related 
Murney Ward was the place of res 
dence of six aldermen who were chos- 
en under the system which was to re- 
dress the alleged wrongs of the gen- 
eral system. At present Poster Ward 
has only one slderman who lives i 
the ward. 

The Board of Trade has condemned 
the ward system; the Property Own- 
ers’ and Taxpayers’ Association ha< 
joined in that condemnation, and the 
City Council will submit a by-law for 
its repeal and the return, temporaniiy 
at least, to the general system at th-- 
ensuing municipal election. In such 
case it will be the duty of every good 
citizen to vote for the abolition of the 
present unfair system of election. by 
wards and the restoration of a mere 
equitable method of choosing the men 
who are to spend our money 
transact our business.

Canadian Rallroad Now Introducing 
First Ald Classes All Over 
Hs System. 


Of such value does at least one 
Tallway consider its “First Aid to the 
Injured” work that it is now extend- 
ing its sphere of activities in this 
connection. Formerly ‘the rallway’s 
“Firat Aid” work was largely con- 
fined to the employees of its operating 
departments, but now the work is 
being extended to all classes of em- 
ployees, classes being formed among 
the.clerks and office staffs. This is 
being done not so much for the ad- 
Vantége of the railway itself, but 
from na feeling which those at the 
head of the railway have that every- 
body should have at least a rudil- 
mentary knowledge of “iFrst Aid”. 
Altogether on the C. P. R. system 
there are now about between 1800 and 
2000. men enrolled in the classes, 
among the cities and towns In which 
these classes are—wituated being 
Montreal, Toronto,-Winnipeg, Calgary,

Mysteries of it.

Isu't it a‘remarkable fact that 20 
little is known about the Dead Sea— 
Supposed scene of dne of tho great- 
est tragedies in all history? A Ger- 
man expedition is on its way thither, 
equipped with a large motor boat! and 
wwodern sounding apparatus. Only 
two expeditions have preceded. this 
one. Tho first was fitted out by an 
American, Lieut. Lynch,-in 1848, and 
was rather more thorough in its work 
than would ‘have been expected be- 
foye the days of motor craft and 
deep sounding apparatus. The xecond 
exploration was made in 1864, by the 
Duke de Luynes, but did-not compare 
in efficiency with the Lynch investi- 
gations. = 

To anybody who has seen tlie Deal 
Sea at close quarters, the surprisin;: 
thing is that it does not contain any 
animal life. The sea’ of Tiberius is 
Prolific in fish, and the Jordan must 
carry large quantities of them into 
the Dead Sea. What becomes of 
them? Is there an outlet? If so, 
where does it emply? Like the Cas 
pian, it is lower than the Mediter- 
ranean. 

Seen from the Mount of Olires oa

He said he had the as- 
surance of the Dominion Government 
that they would lease to them dams 
Nos. 4 and 8, far power development 
purposes, #€ necessary. He made 
the further announcement, however, 
that he had met a number of the 
bondholders of the Electric Power 
Company, which was operating most 
of the power in that district in Otta- 
Wa, and that they would be willing 
to dispose of their interests in the 
company to the Government rather 
than have the dams leased to the pro- 
vinee. He had submitted this offer to 
Sir James Whitney, who had asked 
him to have the situation investigated 
to sce whether the purchase of the 
Power Company’s plant would be a 
good investment. . 

The project would, Mr. Beck said, 
mean ‘an, expenditure of something 
aver $4,000,000, part of which would 
be borne by the municipalities. Mr. 
Beck then confided to his audience 


“that the carrying out of this project 


would be a partial realization of hi- 
vision of the whole of Ontario con- 
nected by power ‘lines. The Trent 
Valley district would be connected 
with Niagara power at Whitby, and 
vith Windsor, Goderich and Owen 
found on the west; and on the east 
with the Ottawa power and the whole 
Eastern Ontario syste mat Kingston. 
In the whole province then, he said, 
there would be an investment of $15,-

Increase of Pay Affects 3000 
Men on System from Chicago 
to Portland 


“The company on January 1, 1912, 


makes effective in train and yard ser- 
vice on the Grand Trunk Railway the 
rates of pay and the rules e@Mained 
in the schedule or agreement on that 
date in effect on the linea of the Ca- 
nadian Pacific Railway east of Fort 
William.” 








The above is the third paragraph in 
the Grand Trunk Railway strike set- 
flement reached on July 31 last year. 
It means an increase of nearly half a 
million dollara to the pay roll of the 
company, or from 20 to 22 per cent. of 
its total. 

The increase affects approximately 
3,000 men on the system between Port- 
land and Chicago, and of this number 
about 150 are employed here. The of- 
ficial werd to put it into effect here 
has not yet been received from Mont- 
real, but is momentarily expected. 

In addition to more pay, better con- 
ditions in regard to hours and over: 
time are included in the arrangement. 
The change provides for a more equal 
division of the pay aud in some indi- 
vidual cases it may mean as much as 
a raise of almost fifty per cent.. but 
it is not calculated to benefit any one 
particular class. The C.P.R. schedule 
is to be adopted in its entirety.

Lancashire Lockout Has Become a 
Very Serious Affair. 

LONDON, Dec. 29.—The lockout in 
the cotton industry in Lancashire 
promises to be a serious affair and 
this morning it was announced that 
420,000 looms hare become idle. This 
is three-fifths of the total number of 
looms in the district. The weekly 
wage bill which tke workers will lose 
is $800,000, and the number of em- 
plosees affected is 200,000. 

Should short time in the mills 
which "are working, become effective, 
the loss in wages wil be well over 
$1,250,000. The drain on the wear- 
ers’ unions for the support of the 
men will be very heavy and it is ¢s- 
timated that $300,000 will bave to 
be disbursed weekly.
